Dispelling tiie^ erroneous Idea that 
the Renaissance - belonged to the iGth 
century only, Professor T. W, L. 
MacDermbt of McQIU Univei'slty 
showed It to, be a gradual process 
bcglnhlhg in' tho 12th century, when" 
he delivered his lecture ' on "The 
Renaissance and tho Reformation" 
last night at 8:30 at the Y.M.H.A. It 
was the 11th lecture of tho series, 
The Story of Civlllzatlori," given 
under .the;, auspices of th<f above as- 
socliatloii and the' Extra-Mural l5o- 
partmont of McGlll University. ' 

The first great force was tho 
movements of the various, peoples. 
The soldiers of tho, Crusades were 
accompanied not only by -holy men 
but also by numerous merchants 
who tried to capture tho markets of 
tho East,. Pl'sriraagca woro at that 
tlnie- quite common -in all parts of 
Eiitope'; . and mlsiiioncries w.vs be- 
ing sent as far east Pi3 China. These 
Irtopie, Impressed with superior xlv- 
Ilizatlon of the Asiatics, brought 
back with them Ido'ts and knowledge 
unknown ^o Europe, WUh this* was 
bom a .desire to know niore about 
thô East.
